owski" will be featured from 1 to 5 p.m. 
And whether you're already a fan of 
country music and dance—or one of the 
few who still haven't caught on to the 
craze, but want to find out what all the 
fuss is about — you won't want to miss 
the free line-dance instruction slated for 
5 p.m., followed by the music of the 
C&W band "Backroads."

Laredos (Monday, 3:30 to 8:30 p.m.). 


Besides all the "good eats" that are 
available throughout the Festival, spe- 
cial Chinese (Friday, 6to8p.m.), chicken 
(Sunday, 12 to 6 p.m.), and spaghetti 
(Monday, 1 to 6 p.m.) dinners are 
planned. Be sure to bring BIG appe- 
tites, because the St. Aloysius volun- 
teerchefs can honestly brag that no one 
has ever gone away hungry! 

And for those who can't resist a

Instead of attending school for 
half-day sessions Monday through 
Friday, the District's youngest stu- 
dents will go to class for a full day 
under an "every other day" system. 

Kindergartners from each ele- 
mentary school will be divided into 
two groups: "A" and "B." The "Group 
A" children will attend school each 
Monday and Wednesday, and every 
other Friday; youngsters in "Group 
B" will go to school every Tuesday, 


Thursday, and alternate Friday. (Par- 
ents of kindergarten students will 
receive a letter with additional infor- 
mation about the program and its 
schedule fromtheir school principal's 
office.) 

Although some parents have at- 
tended recent Board meetings to 
express dissatisfaction with the new 
system, other parents welcome it for 
a variety of reasons, including the 
advantage it will afford to many who 
must arrange for day-care. 

Additionally, many educators be- 
lieve that youngsters will benefitfrom 
the chance to begin participating in 
music, physical education, and art 
programs a year early.

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Keeping Cool with Your Kids 


A child is abused in Michigan every 
five minutes, causing human suffering 
and imposing an economic loss of $850 
million per year on State taxpayers. 

As the summer wears on, parents 
often face added pressure that may 
increase the potential for child abuse. 
The Children's Trust Fund (CTF) offers 
these ideas for reducing tension and 
increasing the prospects for a safe and 
happy summer. 

"Parents and children can face 
added pressure during the summer, and 
it takes extra effort to stay cool," CTF 
executive director David Mills says. 
"These are really very basic recom- 
mendations, but they do work." 

Amongthe ways to"keep yourcool" 
with children of allages... 

For Infants 

e« Reduce noise and light. Doing so 
can calm both you and your baby. 

e Count to 10 —or even 100 — before 
reacting. 

e Take a break. Make sure that your 
child is safe, then retire to another 
room for a few minutes. Don't worry 
if your child continues to cry while 
you calm down. 

e Ask a trusted friend or relative to 
care for your child for an hour or two 
while you do something for yourself. 

e Try walking slowly around the room 
as you hold your baby. 


Preschool and School-age Children 
e lf you mustscold your child, say only 
what is necessary — don't make 
threats when you're angry. Try re- 
cording what you say, then go back 
and listen when you are calm. You 
may be surprised at how you sound. 

e |solate your child as he or she cools 
down. Talk afterward aboutthe prob- 
lem behavior and its consequences. 

e Avoid physical punishment. A firm 
hand on the shoulder usually works. 

° Take away privileges such as televi- 
sion time or outings with friends. 

e Setagood example. Children learn 
from watching others. 

Teens 

e Make sure lines of communication 
remain open. 

¢ Be available for your teen and be 
Sure to listen. 

e Set reasonable limits. Select a few 
select rules and stick to them. Notice 
good behavior, too. 

e Beclear about your values, but don't 
be destructively judgmental about 
or make fun of what your teen says. 

e Increase responsibility. Help your 
teen learn from mistakes. Be ready 
to let go.
